Thai tho attraction of the Sim on tlie earth is 
greater -than that oC. tire moon needs no dem- 
onstration, yet, as compared with that of the 
moon, It causes but 'little tide. Kqual nnU 
uniform attraction on every portion of the 
earth would 'cause no tide, a* nil would Ue 
attracted together; attraction is the same ou 
water and land, .or'ori solid and liquid, aud all 
would be attracted equally or. together. 
Light and heavy •substances .'jet' drop in a 
vacuum are attracted with equal rapidity. 


Attractive power is lost in ratio of the 


square ot tlie distance, aud the moon being' 
distant- but thirty-times the diameter nf the 
learlli, the attractive power of the niooii Is 
1-;W greater on the poiiil nearest Hie moon 
than on that farthest oil; or, oil the side 
toward tho moon, something over Hip greater 
than tlio mean attraction upon tlie earth, and 
pti Ihe'oppostte, something less than 1-00 less. 
Tins unequal attraction would necessarily
